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THE  NEW  BUILDING 

PART  ONE: 

The  Development  of 
The  Design  of 
The  Exterior

The  excellent  Byzantine  entrance 
facade  of  the  Park  Avenue  Synagogue 
will  remain  an  architectural  feature  of 
distinction  dominating  87th  Street  in  its 
mid-block  location,  between  Madison 
Avenue  and  Park  Avenue  on  the  South 
side  of  the  Street.  With  the  addition  of 
the  New  Building  to  the  west  of  the 
Milton  Steinberg  House,  the  Syn¬ 
agogue  will  now  have  a  presence  on  the 
southeast  corner  of  87th  and  Madison 
Avenue,  with  an  entrance  from  that 
corner  by  means  of  a  two  story  high 
Loggia  occupying  the  full  corner  bay  of 
the  building.  It  will  communicate 
directly  into  a  double  height  entrance 
gallery  extending  along  87th  Street, 
across  the  front  portion  of  the  Milton 
Steinberg  House  and  connecting 
directly  into  the  lobby  of  the  present 
Sanctuary.  This  new  entrance  will  also 
provide  direct  access  to  all  of  the  other 
major  functional  areas  associated  with 
the  Synagogue’s  program. 

The  New  Building  was  designed  to 
complement  the  Synagogue  Building, 
not  to  overwhelm  it.  The  New  Building 
strives  to  establish  its  presence  on  Madi¬ 
son  Avenue  in  a  manner  which  reflects 
the  dignity  of  the  institution  it  repres¬ 
ents.  It  also  is  in  keeping  with  the  con¬ 
servative  and  elegant  character  of  the 
buildings  of  the  Carnegie  Hall  section  of 
Madison  Avenue. 

Until  the  present,  natural  stone  has 
almost  been  abandoned  as  a  building 
naterial  except  for  a  very  few  of  our 
contemporary  architects.  However, 
synthetic  materials  do  not  equal  it  lor 
either  utility  or  beauty.  Even  though 
this  building  uses  natural  stone  in  a 
manner  which  has  references  to  the

Having,  as  editor,  introduced  the  new 
Executive  Director,  I  now  feel  free,  as 
Executive  Director,  to  switch  hats,  dis¬ 
cuss  the  editorial  functions  of  the  new 
Bulletin  Editor  (myself)  and  perhaps  a 
bit  more.  Let  me  begin  by  saying  that  1 
have  had  the  opportunity  to  examine 
the  archives  of  the  Park  Avenue  Syn¬ 
agogue  and  Bulletins  of  the  past.  This 
last  has  made  me  cognizant  of  what  has 
come  before  and,  for  this,  I  must  thank 
our  past  editors,  Rea  Ruttenberg  and 
Joanne  Rossoft.  Mrs.  Ruttenberg,  who 
served  ably  as  editor  for  some  twenty 
years  was  succeeded  by  Mrs.  Rossoff, 
who  has  been  editor  for  approximately 
two  years.  I  hey  established  a  tradition 
which  leaves  room  only  for  evolution, 
but  not  revolution. 

In  a  very  similar  sense,  we  have 
important  traditions  to  maintain  with 
regard  to  the  Park  Avenue  Synagogue 
itself.  1  he  Executive  Director,  together 
with  other  members  of  the  staff,  bear 
the  responsibility  of  not  violating  the 
responsibilities  entrusted  to  us.  For 
now,  however,  I  will  speak  only  for 
myself. 

Maintaining  our  traditions  doesn’t 
mean  remaining  stagnant.  With  the  help 
and  cooperation  of  the  congregation,  1 
hope  that  we,  within  the  charter  and  the 
trust  of  our  history,  enter  an  era  which 
may,  in  the  future,  be  considered  an 
extrapolation  of  a  rich  and  abundant

MUSIC  FROM  ODESSA  AT  HIGH  HOLY  DAY  SERVICES 


Nowakowsky,  Blumenthal,  and  Min¬ 
kovsky  are  the  names  of  three  great 
cantor-composers  who  changed  the 
course  of  Jewish  liturgical  music  in  1 9th 
Century  Russia.  The  combined  talents 
of  these  men  and  their  efforts  spanning 
the  period  from  1841  to  1923  produced 
a  “golden  age”  of  spendid  cantorial  and 
choral  music.  These  sounds  filled  Odes¬ 
sa’s  famed  Broder  Schul  (Brody  Syn¬ 
agogue)  where  all  three  men  served,  and 
maintained  the  standards  of  dignity, 
modernity  and  tradition  which  they 
upheld  for  more  than  eight  decades 
spread  throughout  Russia  and  Europe 
until  World  War  I. 

Most  of  their  music  is  now  preserved 
in  a  collection  donated  last  year  to  our 
Synagogue  library.  The  slow,  difficult 
task  of  examining,  deciphering  and  rec¬ 
opying  the  best  of  this  music  from  old 
manuscripts  has  continued  during  the 
summer. 

This  year’s  High  Holy  Day  services  at 
Park  Avenue  Synagogue  will  include 


several  choral  compositions  and  some 
old  melodies  from  the  creative  pens  o,( 
these  masters.  To  be  heard  for  the  first 
time  are  settings  of  “K’vakarat  Roeh 
Edro”  and  “Adam  Y’sodo  Me-afar”  by 
David  Nowakovsky  from  the  Un’taneh 
Tokef  prayer,  “Ata  Nigleta”  by  Pinchos 
Minkovsky,  as  well  as  some  selections 
for  Yom  Kippur  by  Nissin  Blumenthal 
which  are  nearly  a  century  and  a  half 
old. 

As  we  approach  the  Holy  Day  sea¬ 
son,  I  am  struck  by  an  awesome 
thought.  Have  we  ever  stopped  to  think 
of  how  many  creative  minds  and  talents 
over  a  period  of  two  millenia  have  deve¬ 
loped  the  liturgy  and  its  music?  As  we 
recite  the  prayers  which  enable  us  to 
examine  carefully  our  own  individual 
lives,  we  are  really  the  recipients  of  a 
long,  collective  chain  that  links  us  to  the 
thoughts,  experiences  and  aspirations 
of  our  Jewish  people  throughout  every 
generation.

A  Night  To  Remember... 

On  a  clear  cloudless  evening  on  June 
25th  a  group  of  American  Jewish  tour¬ 
ists  were  met  at  their  hotel  and  escorted 
to  the  synagogue  in  Finland's  beautiful 
capital  city,  Helsinki.  Who  were  these 
Jews,  and  who  were  their  hosts?  The 
group  was  made  up  of  active  involved 
Jews  from  the  cities  and  suburbs  of  the 
United  States,  from  the  largest,  most 
affluent  Jewish  community  in  the 
world.  And  their  hosts?  A  handful  of 
rugged,  weatherbeaten  Yiddish  speak¬ 
ing  Jews  who  have  created  an  island  of 
warmth  in  the  cold  and  forbidding 
reaches  of  Finland  where  temperature 
can  plummet  to  40  below  zero  and  the 
ice  cutters  slash  through  the  thick  ice  in 
the  wintry  harbor.  These  Jews  are  the 
grandchildren  of  Czar  Nikolai’s  soldiers 
who  served  in  Finland  and  were  given 
the  right  of  settlement  when  their 
twenty-five  years  of  military  service 
were  over.  They  are  warm,  open,  unas¬ 
suming  people  with  a  quiet  pride  in  their 
Jewish  heritage  and  who  greet  their  fel¬ 
low  Jews  as  they  would  members  of 
their  families. 

We  sat  in  their  graceful  and  well-kept 
synagogue  and  listened  to  their  leaders 
speak  with  strength  and  confidence  in 
their  present  and  their  future.  A  handful 
of  Jews  -900  men,  women  and  children  - 
support  a  synagogue,  a  day  school,  a 
nursery,  a  home  for  the  aged  and  a 
myriad  of  activities  ranging  from  B’nai 
B'rith  to  a  Maccabi  sports  club.  We  sat 


around  the  beautifully  decorated  horsed 
shoe  table  in  their  handsome  commun¬ 
ity  center  and  ate  the  delicious 
homecooked  kosher  dinner  prepared  by 
the  women  and  listened  to  these  people 
tell  us  of  their  accomplishments  and 
their  problems.  Rarely  have  I  seen  a 
group  of  American  Jews  so  moved  as 
they  were  that  evening.  Eyes  welled 
unabashedly  with  tears  of  recognition 
and  identification  when  one  of  the 
speakers  spoke  happily  of  the  number 
of  their  children  who  are  making  aliyah 
and  finished  his  humble  speech  with  the 
words  Am  Yisrael  Hai  -  the  Jewish  peo¬ 
ple  lives! 

What  an  inspiration  such  people  are 
to  us,  to  whom  all  comes  so  easily,  to 
whom  so  much  is  available  that  it  is  so 
often  taken  for  granted. 

Our  group  of  Americans  were  of  one 
mind  -  of  all  the  wonderful  and  beauti¬ 
ful  sights  in  Scandinavia,  that  evening 
was  the  most  inspiring  and  uplifting 
night  of  all  -  another  reason  for  feeling 
pride  in  the  remarkable  people  of  which 
we  are  a  part.

She  has  served  as 
treasurer  and  member  of  the  Executive 
Committee  of  NY  AN  A,  the  largest 
agency  outside  of  Israel  for  the  resettle¬ 
ment  of  Jewish  political  refugees.  Dr. 
Friedman  is  a  member  of  the  Manhat¬ 
tan  Women’s  Division  of  U.J.A.,a  trus¬ 
tee  of  the  Federation  of  Jewish 
Philanthropies  and  a  member  of  the 
New  York  section  of  the  National 


Council  of  Jewish  Women.

past,  it  is  still  very  much  a  contempor¬ 
ary  structure;  employing  present  tech¬ 
nology  and  building  methods  to  provide 
the  maximum  of  today’s  utility  and  con¬ 
venience.  But  it  is  also  more  than  just  a 
container  for  a  program  or  a  set  of 
requirements.  Hopefully,  it  will  also 
respond  to  some  of  the  emotional  and 
spiritual  need  which  we  have  tradition¬ 
ally  required  of  buildings,  but  of  which 
we  have  been  substantially  deprived. 

To  find  meaningful  satisfaction  the 
building  has  strong  references  to  history 
and  tradition.  In  fact,  its  precedents  are 
more  in  the  Sinai  than  in  the  Interna¬ 
tional  Style.  There  are  subtle  references 
to  Persian,  Sassanian, and  other  Middle 
Eastern  influences,  plus  references  to 
Byzantine  and  Romanesque  influences. 
Surprisingly,  however,  these  various 
devices  were  employed  to  solve  the 
many  problems  which  occurred  in 
designing  a  stone  covering  for  a  pre- 
existant  steel  frame.  The  choice  of 
device,  the  historical  reference, 
occurred  in  each  case  in  reference  to  the 
problem  to  be  solved.  However,  the 
dominant  motif,  the  arch,  was  chosen 
partly  because  it  was  born  where  Juda¬ 
ism  was  born  and  partly  because  arches 
and  piers  were  the  most  appropriate 
method  of  giving  order  to  the  facade 
while  covering  portions  of  the  steel 
structure  which  could  not  be  moved. 

The  stone  from  which  the  exterior  of 
the  building  is  made  is  called  Mankato 
Stone  and  comes  from  Mankato,  Min¬ 
nesota.  It  is  the  color  of  the  stone  of 
Jerusalem,  a  warm  golden  buff  when 
fully  matured.  Its  surface  is  capable  of 
supporting  a  high  polish  like  marble  or 
a  subtle  mat  finish  with  equal  authority. 
It  is  not  porous  and  will  provide  the 
building  with  a  most  excellent  weather 
surface. 

The  stone  of  the  facade  is  resticated. 
That  is  to  say  that  it  will  appear  to  have 
been  laid  up  in  individual  blocks  separ¬ 
ated  by  very  wide  joints.  Overall,  the 
restication  establishes  both  the  limits 
and  the  extent  of  the  building  in  the 
strongest  possible  terms.  It  gives  it  an 
indisputable  sense  of  place.  It  estab¬ 
lishes  a  scale  which  is  consistent  with  the 
character  of  the  street. 

The  facade  of  the  Milton  Steinberg 
House  is  treated  identically  with  that  of 
the  New  Building  in  all  respects,  except 
that  it  does  not  have  the  rustication,  and 
the  top  of  the  cornice  is  lower,  matching 
in  height  the  corner  of  the  Synagogue. 
The  Milton  Steinberg  House  is  thus  pre¬ 
served  as  a  distinct  facade  element  while 
being  intimately  related  to  both  the  New 
Building  and  the  existing  Synagogue. 


The  windows  have  been  designed  to 
be  as  simple  as  possible  so  that  they  do 
not  detract  from  the  stone.  They  had  to 
be  uniform  in  design  and  still  adapt  to  a 
variety  of  interior  requirements  and 
exterior  dimensions.  The  window 
frames  are  as  thin  as  possible  and  black 
in  color  to  match  the  other  metal  on  the 
building.  They  are  designed  to  permit 
natural  ventilation  at  the  bottom  by 
means  of  a  hopper,  but  are  also  so 
hinged  so  that  all  windows  may  be 
washed  from  the  inside. 

The  corner  or  North  bay  on  the  Mad¬ 
ison  Avenue  facade  has  solid  stone  pan¬ 
els  in  place  of  windows.  The  three  solid 
panels  formed  above  the  main  entrance 
to  the  Loggia  contain  its  dedication. 
The  topmost  panel,  contains  a  bronze 
sculpture  by  Nathan  Rapoport  which 
shows  three  generations  of  Israelis 
returning  to  Israel  with  the  Menorah 
from  the  Temple  of  Solomon  which  was 
removed  by  Titus  during  the  destruc¬ 
tion  of  Jerusalem.  The  central  panel 
contains  an  inscription  cut  into  the 
stone  which  forms  the  dedication  of  the 
Building.  It  reads; 

TO  THE  SACRED  MEMORY  OF 
THE  MILLION  JEWISH 
CHILDREN  WHO  PERISHED  IN 
THE  HOLOCAUST 

The  lower  panel  holds  a  sculptured 
bronze  relief  also  by  Nathan  Rapoport, 
showing  the  Hero  of  the  Warsaw  Jewish 
community,  Janusz  Korczak,  sur¬ 
rounded  by  the  children  of  his  Orphan¬ 


age.  (A  more  extensive  description  of 
the  various  works  of  art  associated  with 
the  New  Building  will  be  contained  in  a 
future  article.)  On  a  lintel  above  the 
entrance  to  the  Loggia  is  inscribed, 
PARK  AVENUE  SYNAGOGUE.  The

Hebrew  title  of  the  Congregation  will 
appear  on  the  lintel  above  the  entrance 
inside  the  Loggia. 

The  Loggia  is  like  a  stone  room.  It  is 
the  proper  vestibule  or  porch  to  the 
building,  since  it  is  partially  an  exterior 
opening  both  to  the  North  and  to  the 
West.  The  entrance  portals  on  the 
North  and  West  are  Hanked  by  orna¬ 
mental  gates  in  wrought  iron  and 
bronze.  These  gates  are  designed  to 
express  a  spirit  of  joy  and  expectation. 
However,  when  they  are  closed  at  night 
they  will  offer  adequate  security  for  the 
building  and  its  entrance. 

The  Gottlieb  Stained  Glass  Windows 
have  been  removed  from  the  facade  of 
the  Milton  Steinberg  House.  They  will 
be  relocated  at  the  lowest  band  of  win¬ 
dows  on  the  Buildingrthose  which  run 
horizontally  around  the  building  imme¬ 
diately  above  the  base  and  at  the  bottom 
of  each  arch.  Located  thus,  they  will 
form  a  strip  running  from  East  to  West 
along  the  North  wall  of  the  Entrance 
Gallery.  They  will  also  form  the  two 
horizontal  windows  which  will  Hank  the 
Ark  in  the  New  Chapel.  This  arrange¬ 
ment  will  permit  them  to  be  enjoyed  in 
closer  proximity  to  the  viewer  than  in 
their  previous  arrangement  covering  the 
entire  facade  of  the  Milton  Steinberg 
House. 
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Jewish  Historical 
.Society  of  New  York 
Meets  in  PAS 

On  Friday  evening,  August  10,  1979, 
the  Jewish  Historical  Society  of  New 
York  met  at  Park  Avenue  Synagogue. 
Having  come  to  services  that  Friday 
night.  The  Historical  Society  stayed, 
together  with  members  of  the  Congre¬ 
gation,  for  a  talk  on  The  History  of 
Park  Avenue  Synagogue  which  was 
given  by  Rabbi  Harlan  J.  Wechsler.
